Washington, Jan. '2'>. — The President's 
ines.saf^e on Chilian iiiuttnrs was road in tlie 
Semite, and at its conchisioii referred to the 
Foreign All'aira Coniniitlee. The yenale 
then, out of respect for tho lute Judge 
liradley, adjourned until tomorrow. 

Speaker Crisp presided in tlie House to- 
diij', and was tlio recipient of iiniiy eoii- 
gratul itions. TIio President's ineas igc (ui 
Cliiliaii matters was warinlj' applauded by 
both sides. It was referred wlili the ac- 
.poinpiinving dociinionts on Chilian matters, 
to the House Cominitteo on Foreign ali'aiia, 

THE president's MESSAGK. 
(|uotcs the annual message nnd says that 
the time has come to lay the mutter before 
Congress. At the beginning the President 
says the true history of this period ahows 
that Miaister E^an has borne himself with 
dignity, discretion and courage, and has 
condncted the correspondence with ability, 
courtesy and fairness. In the matter of the 
refugees at the legation tho President says 
the right of Minister Egan to give slielter 
hiia not been denied by tho authorities. I'lie 
precedent quoted by l']gan seems to support 
iiis contention that safe conduct to neutral 
territory was a necessity, nevertlie- 
Icijs tho nciiuicsence of llic nuthorities 
in the renioval might he considered ns clos- 
ing tho incident ljut for tiie oli'ciisivo sur- 
vellaiice of the legation by police and detec- 
tives, who, on one or more occasions, arrest- 
ed iiiembers of tho minister's family. The 
I'resident says it seeina lo him incredible 
that the inmates of the legation, whose 
safety depended on retirement and quiet- 
iieas, should have sought, by insulting the 
police, to incite the l.'hiliaii authoriiies. to 
provoke reprisals and intensify the popular 
feeling. The most serious incident, tlie 
President says, waa the attack on 

TlIK .SAILORS OF TIlK li.M.TIMOKK. 

He (luotca a paragraph from liia annual 
niessHge, saying that no other explanation 
was anggesteil than that it luid its origin in 
liostility to these men, as sailors of the Uni 
ted States. The ollicial report diK'S not en- 
able the President to nio({ify I his conclusion. 
"If that be the true spirit of the case," ho 
says, "the injury waa to the (Joverninent of 
the United Stales, nut; t'. I bosepoor sailors. " 
Reviewing the legal a.'spects of the case, tho 
President says the lialtiiiiore was in the 
harbor by virtue of the general rule on sta- 
tions that nations are held l« extend to ll;o 
war vessels of other friend'y powers. This 
emiir.i''es reasonablu and necessary com- 
nuiiiieation witli the shore where the 
sailors were assaulted by the resrdent 
populace because of tlie hostility of their 
Uovernment. The nation must take notice 
of it, not in a secondary way, as when a 
citizen presents a claim through liis Govern- 
ment, but priuuirily aa through tho minis- 
ter, consul or flag had been assaulted. If 
there had been no participation of the police 
or military, tlio oiise would still be the same. 
The President then reviews tho case, dwel- 
ling on the fact that none of the flaltimore's 
men were arrested, and no eh.irge was laid 
against them uptollie time of the riot. 
C.ipt. Sjliley of the I'altitiKire and ("apt. 
.Jenkins of the ship Ke wcenah tea' ilied to 
the sobriety of the men, and the sisters of 
ciiarity at the liospital says the wounded 
sailors were sober. Yet the Ohilian autlmr- 
ities can give no more satisfactory explana- 
tion <!f

than that il began between drunken sailors. 
The President then reviews the testimony of 
Talbot aboutthe origin of the a.«sault on liini 
and Reggiii. There is notliing in the conr.se 
of tho Chilian investigation which seriously 
impeaches this testimony. Quoting from 
the Chilian testimony, the President says 
that ''tne pretence thatour men were fight- 
ing with stones, clubs and bright arms is 
inorediUle." He directs special attention to 
the fact, that no charge of criininal conduct 
hiw been sustained against miy of tlie Ameri- 
can sailors. He then quotes tliereportof Judge 
Poster, of October 22, weaking of the 
American sailors us having ueeo tried, ami 
ss.ys, it is remarkable and characteristic 
that we should now bo advised that Seam in 
Davidson has not been included in the in- 
dictnient, his oireiice being the defcii.ie of a 
shipmate against assault, and striking liiii! 
witli a kiiile. Tho President s.iys : 'I'lie 
case niaile by Cliili, with legiril to the part 
taken by the police, is also far from aalis- 
fautiiiy. The policii station is only three 
iiiir.ntes' walk from the scene; yet the police 
were hidf an hour in <;ettiiig thi.'ie. It 
line been stated that' all but two 
of our men have viaid that the 
IKilico did their duty. The evidence at 
Mare Island shows lliat oacli a st.itenieiit 
niUBt have been obtained by requiring tliem ;

According to the testimony, the President 
says, tho attacks started in several places 
at once, so nearly simultaneously as loxfhow 
that they did not spread from one point. 
Captain ileiikiiis' testimony corroborates 
the slory that tlio Chilian sentries drove 
back the sailors seeking protection from the 
mob, and the oillcers and men of Cajitaiii 
Jenkins' ship furnish conclusive tesliniony 
of the iiHlignitics done to Americans. 
When the Americtiii sailor.s, even of the 
iiiercliant ships, can only secure their sifcty 
by denying llieir nationality," says llie ['res- 
ident, "itmusthc time to re-ud just our rehi- 
tions with a government tliu t permits such 
deiiionatrations." The evidence of our sail- 
ors ahou's that our men were struck and 
beaten by tho police oHicers, and one was 
dragged with a lasso by a mounted police- 
man. The resideels, .lohnsoii and [f ingers, 
show that Uiggan was killed by a rille sliot 
lireil by a poliuenian or soldier. 
This is supported by the testimony of 
tho surgeon us to the character of 
the wound. The Chilian aiithoritiea 
don't jiretenil to l]\ tho responsibility of 
this shot. The statements of the police, in 
this mutter, are consistent. Tho President 
says : "The communications of tho Chilian 
Government have not taken the form of an 
authoritative, and satisfactory expression 
of regret that the event was so serious, or 
that if the injuries had been the result of 
an ai;ciileiit, called for a public expression 
of sym[iatliy and regret from the local 
authorities " 

IT IS NOT KNOtTCH 
to say that "the udair was lanientahle; that 
the incident waa regretted." It's not 
enough," says the President, "for a gener- 
ous and aincere government to seek for 
words of snull or eqiiivocid meaning in 
which to convey to a friendly power an 
apology for an olTence so ntnicious as this." 
The President (|noles Webster's letter to 
the Spanish Minister aliiiut the assauU on 
the Spanish Consulate at Kew Orleans, in 
1851, deploring the act, and guar- 
anteeing lo protect the Consul, and 
olieriiig to aahito the Spanish flag. 
Such treatment by tho Government 
of Chili of this assault, says the President, 
would have been more creditable to tho 
Cbiliau authorities, and much less can 
hardly be satisfactory to a government that 
viilues its dignity and honor. The Presi- 
dent speaks of the unreasonable delay in 
tho protraction of the investigation, after 
it hud been once closed, and says — "the 
only reason for awaiting the report, was 
the desire for a friendly termination and tho 
fact the Government was only provisional. 

The President then quotes the despatch 
of the 2l8t, concerning the request for the 
recall cf K.;an. lie says no reason was 
given, and infers lliat it is based on the 
ollicial acts of Kgaii, which have received 
the upproviil of this Government. How- 
ever, he could not consent to consider such 
a question until pending matters were 
settled. In submitting these papeis, the 
President says he desired to £,\y that lie is 
of the opinion that the demand made of 
Ghili should be 

ADiiRnKD TO Aim ErvoncFiD. 

It has been his Oesiru in every way to cul- 
tivatn friendlv and int iinste relations wilh 
all gov'erntncnts on this hemisphere. " Wo 
don't covet their territory; wo desire their 
peace and pros^ierity; we look for no advan- 
tage in our relations whh them except the 
increased exchange of o.imnierce upon a basis 
of mutual btnetit; we regret every civil con- 
teat that disturbs their peace and 
paralyzes their development, and are 
always reldy to give our good oOices for the 
restoration of peace. It must, however, be 
understood that this government, wliile 
exercising tho utmost forbearance towards 
weaker powers, will extend its strong and 
adcqu:ite protection to its citizens, to its 
ofKccrs, and to its humble sailors when 
made the victims of wantonness and cruelty, 
in rrsentmenti'iiot of their personal miscon- 
<lucl, but of the oHiciul auts of their govern- 
ment. The brutality, and even savtigery, 
of the treatment of American sailors 
by tho Chilian jiolice would he 
ii^credihle if the evidence of Sliields 
was not supported by otlwr ilirect 
testimony, and by the distressing condition 
of the man himself w hen tinally able to 
reach the ve.-wjl. A claim for reparation 
has been made in behalf of the man, for 
while he was not a citizen of the Cirited 
Slati'H, the doctrine long held by us, as ex- 
pre.-.'-eil in eor.sular i-cgulations (which the 
President (|iintes) sustains this course.' In 
conclusion tlie Presidunt says be h.is re- 
ceived no rtply to his note of the lilut, but 
he thinks he could not ihday longer calling 
these inatten; to the attention of Coiigioss.

Chili has 
insulted and maligned our government as it 
has never been insulted a4id maligned be- 
fore. The situation, as the Presidrnt pla/.'cs 
it before the country is simply this: Shall 
wo iiekiioivli'dge ourselvcH to lie a nation of 
cowards, Milling to peiinit our national dig- 
nity to he assailed or sluill we act the part 
of men, and resent such conduct. I bidieve 
the common sense of the American people 
and their love of country will assert itself; 
thut the President will ha upheld and that 



Chili will bo forced either to apologize 
niako the proper reparation asked for by 
the President, or take tho consequences, 
which means — and here Cleneral Tracy rose 
from his seat and paced the llonr of his 
ollice — " that in thirty days we will be able 
to whip tlie entire Chilian nation. W e will 
pounce on her from tho quarter where she 
least expects it. It will he a naval light 
from begiiiiiiiig lo end. If either the Puri- 
tan or the Monterey were ready for sea we 
could destroy all of Chili's licet with either 
one of them, but the work on the Puritan 
has been delayed because it lia.s been tlie 
policy of our government (and a wise and 
proper one, too) not to go to Knrope for the 
defensive armour of our vessel.'-; but lo have 
the plates made by our workmen incur own 
country. For this reason the Puri- 
tan will not be prepared for service 
fur some time, and the sumo causes have 
delayed the Monterey. Wo are working 
upon the Xew Voik ten hours a day, with 
u large force of men, but we ci',n only hurry 
things up to a certain point. The build- 
ing of a battle ship is not the work 
of u month, all the money in the world can- 
not complete u ship uny sooner than a cer- 
tain specified time. It is only possible to 
get a certain number of men on the ship to 
work. Very many of the members of Con- 
gress do not seem to understand the condi- 
tion of affairs. "Of course, in case of hos- 
tilities, the work on all of our ships now 
under construction will be puahed forward, 
for we wont to be prepared for every emer- 
gency; bub, as I said before, we can whip 
the Chilian navy eveu with the shipa we 
now have. They have some big, heavy 
boats, but they only run six or 
seven knots an hour, and our cruisers 
can run all around them and run 
them down. The Eameralda, which is 
the only vessel in the Chilian navy that we 
have any reason to fear, I believe, in a 
straight up and down tight, barring acci- 
dents or emergencies, can be beaten by the 
Baltimore, and that lont; line of Chilian 
coast can be made to suffer from our other 
boats.

— The rcconalructian of 
the Cabinet was completed this morning. 
Mr. J. C. Patterson, ex-M.P. for Essex, i» 
the new man for Ontario.' Ho becomes 
Secretary of State, vice Cliaplcun. Hon. 
Mr. Cliapleaii takes tho portfolio of Customs 
from Hon. Mr. Howell, who becomes Min- 
ister of Militia, Mr. Caroii ioUowing Mr. 
Ilaggart as Postmaster-General. Caron 
kicked a little about his step down, but had 
to take it or do the other thing. At eleven 
o'clock, to-day, Hon. Messrs. Bowcll and 
Patterson, accompanied by Mr. MeGee, 
Clerk of the Privy Council, drove to 
Kideau Hall, where tho Governor Oeneral 
swore in Mr. Patterson us Secretary 
of State, and Mr. liowell ns Minis- 
ter of Militia. Mr. McGee left for Mon- 
treal, this afternoon, and will swear in Mr. 
Cliapleau to-morrow. Mr. Clniploau visits 
the aoutli for hia health before returning to 
tlie city. He ia likely to be absent about 
six weeks. Meantime, Mr. Bowell will be 
Acting Minister of Customs. Mr. Caron 
will bo sworn in to-morrow. Messrs. Hag- 
gart, Bowell, and Patterson, went to 
Toronto this morning. Tho report is that' 
Hon. Mr. Patterson will contest SoDth 
Huron against M. 0. Cameron. It is 
thought that, with the additional prestige 
of a portfolio, Mr. Patterson wil bo able to 
defeat Mr. Cameron, who is probably the 
best hated mun on the Opposition benches. 
Tho appointment of Mr. Patterson gives 
general satisfaction, the only kicker being 
Mr. Coekburn, who wants the position him- 
self. Had Mr. Patterson not been defeated 
at the last general election, ho would liavo 
been a Minister before now. 

The iioniiiiation for Laval took place to- 
day. It was expected that no opposition 
would be oflered lo Mr. Ouimet, but at 
the last moment Cyriac St. Amour, hotel 
keeper, of St. Francois des Salles, was 
nominated. It is stated that St. Amour 
had been refused a license by the inuniiipiil 
council, composed principally of Conserva- 
tives, and that out of revenge ho is oppos- 
ing the Minister of Public Works.

Connection has been made between Pro- 
tection Island and tlie lOsplnnade Shaft. 
Work has been (juietly ]iro.seeuttd for sev- 
eral yeaiH, but very few Nanaiino resi- 
dents linuw of it, or realized wliat tlio work 
actually signilied. Tho distance in a 
.straight line between tho Esplanade and 
the Protection Ishind shafts is not much 
over one mile, but the level (and tho count- 
er or air level, which runs parallel with it 
all tho way) which had to tako a cir- 
cuitous course, covers a distance 
of over two miles. For tho first 
mile barren ground wus mostly eucountered. 
Wbero the coal should have been, a mixture 
of coal, shale, and dirt took its pUcc ; then, 
for several hundred yards the drifts had to 
bo driven through very hard rouk, sandstone 
and conglomerate; this being passed a splen- 
did bed of clean, bright, hard coal was 
reached. From that point to the distance 
«{ over one mile the coal held good, and in 
all tho drifts going forward the uuiform 
-qaality of tho seam is remarkable. The 
main level of No. 1 shaft, under Protection 
Island, has been running two shifts, but 
will in the future be driven three shifts. An 
incline will be started to the rise of this 
level without stoppage. As the outcrop 
workings of the old Newcastle nunc are u|)- 
■wards of two miles distant from the No. 1 
level, there is an enormous area of maiden 
"round to be exliausted, to the line of tho 
level alone. Taking into account the 
ground lying between tho No. 3 ami No. 1 
levels, which appears to be in the same zone 
as No. 1 coal, ilie body of eoal actually 
proved is simply enormous. Until the elec- 
tric tramway is in oi)erution and its capacity 
Aestcd, nothing will bo done to tho whiirves 
on Protection Island, nor is it yet dooided 
whether to divide the output between the 
Esplanade and Protection shafts, or to con- 
6no it to one shaft alone. A new shaft will 
have to be sunk on Protection Island before 
long ; it is simply a question us to the selcc- 
/jon of the best site,

This latter was partly true, llic 
object of the SherifFs visit being to hand 
over to the Uoveriimeiit all the land claimed 
by Farwell, and registered in bis name at 
Victoria, This U the first step towards 
giving the lot-owners in licvclsioke town- 
site a chance to register iheir titles. Soino 
two or three hundred acres on tho other 
side of the riviT, claimed by G. B. Wright, 
were also handed over to tho agent by 
Sheriff Redgrave, 

It is expected that tho new boat for the 
U,C.N. &; T. Co, will bo started very 
shortly. She will be about 80 feet long, 
about the same length as tho " Duchess," 
but has no sleeping accommodation, us it is 
expected sho will he abln to mako the run 
to her destination, \V indermere, in between 
nine and ten hours. Her breadth of beam 
beam will be sufficient to permit of her 
carrying o very large quantity of freight. 
She will draw a few inches less thau what 
is required by tho Duchess,

W. Edwards, a well known engine driver 
on the O.P.R., died at Kaniloops, on Mon- 
day last, after a brief illness from indamina- 
tion. Edwards, ])revi(,us to his illness, was 
engaged on the passenger run between Uov- 
elstoko and Katnloops. 

Charles MeC.nire died at Knmloops Hos- 
pital, last week, from consumption. He had 
liccn post muster and storekeeper at Snlmou 
Arm, and was timo-kceper during oonslruo- 
tion days. 

The real estate mania, which seiziBd upon 



most of Donald's youth, of a speculative 
ndnd, has subsided, and as a result, many 
of tlio investors have forfeited whatever 
portion of tho purchase money they may 
have paid, and allowed their interest in the 
property to lapse. 

Vkunox. 

R, L. Cawston, J. P., manager of the B. 
C. Cattle Company, came up on Friday by 
tho Okanagan, his object being the arrest of 
William B. Claunsey, alias "Monatchey 
Bill," on the charge of stealing a largo num- 
ber of sheep belonging to his company in tho 
early part of last October, According to 
.Mr, Cawston, the sheep formed part of the 
band of over i),000 brought from tho States 
last fall by the B. C. Catllo Company, sumo 
of which were taken to Ladner'a Lauding to 
fat ten, and have already found their way to 
the meat markets ; others of which are imw 
being wintered in the Simil,..ii:.euu countiy, 
while about 5,000 were driven in one band 
to the conipaiiy's ranch on Canoo Creek on 
tho Fiaser, this side of tho Chilcotin coun 
try. The sheep belonged to the latter band, 
and about 200 were lost between tho head 
of tho lake and Grand Prairie. It is sup- 
])osed that the driver in charge of tho 'drug' 
purposely k-ft them behiml, being careful to 
keep the black elieep, or 'inarker.-i,' with 
the band, so that the loss was not; iniinudi- 
ately discovered. This man is now across 
the line. Claunsey was cook for the party. 
Ho is a cowboy from across tho lino and has 
been working on Mr, T, Stenson's pre-emp- 
tion on Mission Creek, At a preliminary 
investigation before Mr, Dewdney, S, .M., 
the eviilence of witnesses was taken. Ail 
aw(ne that Claunsey was not tho nun who 
sold tho sheep ; he was therefore honorably 
aequittod, there not being tho slightest evi- 
dence against him. Tho driver, U, Van 
Buren, is now across the lino. Mr. Cawston 
calculates that at least a hundred of the 
sheep left behind on the drive fell a prey to 
coyotes. 

OKANAGAN lUISSIO.V. 

The Okanagan Sawmill Co. are construct- 
ing a now wharf 101) feet long by -lO feet 
wide, and an additional freight shed 100x50 
feet, between the old landing and the saw- 
mill.

Our Ottawa correspondent informed us 
yesterday that the reconstruction of the 
Cabinet has been completed by making tliq 
following changes: Tho Hon. Mr. TJowcU 
transferred to tlie Militia Department, Hon. 
Mr. Chapleau put in Mr. llawull's place as 
Minister of Customs, tlie Sir AdolpheCaron 
appointed Postmaster General, and Hon. ./. 
C. Patterson, of lissex, talicn into the Cabi- 
net as Secretary of State. 

The Cabinet, as reconstructed, is oa fol- 
lows: — 

Prime Minister and President of tbeCoun- 
oil, Hon. J. J. C. Abbott. 

Minister of Public VVoriis, Hon. Mr. Oui- 
met.

Minister of Militia and Defence, Hon. 
Mrl Powell,

Secrotajry of State, Hon. Mr. Patterson. 

Minister ot Jnatiee, Sir John Thompson. 

Minister of Finance, Hon. Mr. Poatcr. 

Minister of Marine and Fisheries, Hon. 
Mr. Tuppor.

Postmaster-General, Sir Adolphe Caron. 
Minister without Portfolio, Hon. F. Smith 
It would be folly to expect that the 
changes will please e very one in the country 
or every one in the Couserviitivc Party. No 
ministry tliat could possibly be named 
would do that. Fault will, no doubt, be 
found with every one of the changes that 
have been made, and tho Premier will be 
blamed for not making more and other 
changes. The Leader of the Government 
■may calculate upon being censured both 
for what lie has done and for what 
he has not done. He, liowever, may 
«omfort himself with the reflection that 
this would be the case in any event. It 
■would bo simply impossible for the moat 
discreet, judicious and far-seeing statesman 
•that ever occupied the position of Premier, 
to form a Ministry which would please all 
liis supporters. As no one can satisfy every 
one's ambition or reconcile all conllicting 
interests, or appease all enmities, or soften 
.All jealousies, so no man can select or re- 
■«rg(nnzo a Ministry that will meet every 
one's views, and realize every one's expecta- 
tions. 

We, for instance, were desirous of seeing 
Rritisb Columbia represented in the recon- 
atruoted Cabinet. Wo believe that this 
Province has peculiar claims to representa- 
tion in the Government. But wo have been 
disappointed. There aro, no doubt, .'<ame 
•who believed that, if the 'jlaims of this 
'Province were favorably con.sidcrrjcl by the 
Premier, they liad a chaniHi of filling the 
seat set apart for it in the Cabinet. This 
vras a legitimate and even a laudable am- 
liition, but it hus been disappointed and 
those who cherished it must get over the 
.lunoyunce and chagrin they feel us beat 
they can. Men in other provinces, no 
doubt, cntertniiied hopes which liuvo been 
crushed by tho Premier's action, but 
(hey must bear their disappointment 
.as philosophically as they can. There are, 
•doubtlcas, some who will form plans of ven- 
geance, who will watch their oiiportunily to 
make tho Government feel that a mistake 
■was made when their claiiiis were over- 
looked and their wishes disregarded. All 
this and more, the Government must calcu- 
late upon. Rut there is this to bo consid- 
ered: tho peraomiel of tho Govornineiit, 
though from a party point of view impor- 
tant, is not thought so much of by tho coun- 
try as Homo of tho politiciann imagine. 
What the electors look to is chiefly tlio 
policy of tho (iovernmont. If that pleases 
them they do nob oare '80 very muoh about 
Aho men who oompoao .it.; . If the nats of the

The News- Advertiser has, weoVservo, taken 
time by tho forelock and undertaken to give 
tho independent members instructions us to 
how they shall act. It praises their past 
action very faintly, it loftily dictates to 
thorn the course theynmst pursuoduriug tho 
cdming session, and it winds up in true 
pedugogioal style by warning them of what 
is in store for them at the bauds of the elec- 
torate if tliey reject its counsel and act as 
their judtrment and their sense of fitness 
dictate. 

Wo cannot but admire the modesty of tho 
editor of the News-Advertiser. The Inde- 
pendent mcnibera last winter showed very 
clearly and very signiticantly that they were 
perfectly competent to Bpeak and oct for 
Iheii'.sclves. They, if our memory serves 
us, s'.it rdtlu r liL-.ivily ujioii tho senior mem- 
bbr from Vancouver when he undertook to 
express the views and intentions of the 
Independents as a party. Those who 
observed at all closely the course pursucel 
last session by tho Independent members 
could not but admit that they were rciilly 
what they purported to be — independent. 
They supported those measures which tlioy 
considered good, and they opposed those 
which in their judgment were not calcu- 
lated to promote the welfare of the province 
wiiliout, ui)parently, giving a thought as to 
who weru their introducers. 'I'hey showed 
110 syriiptoms of factiouaiiess. Their atti- 
tude both towards the (Jovernment and the 
Opposition was one of strict neutrality. l!y 
pursuing this course they raised themselves 
in the estimation of the community. What- 
ever may have been tliought and said of the 
fudcpendent members when the House met, 
no one was at all elisposed to spcalc slight 
ingly of them when tho House was pro- 
rogued. 

The editor of tho News-Advertiser is 
clearly not satisfied with the position 
occupied by the Independent members in 

the present Legislative Assembly. He U 
not pleased that tliey kejit so closely to 
the prnniiaes which they made to their con- 
stituents when they wore elected. Their act- 
ing solely for the good of tho proviuco does 
not suit his purposes. Ho wants them 
to change their position aud to assume lui 
aggressive attitude. Our conteniporary 
says: "It was tiicitly understood that 
they (tho Independent men-.bers) should re- 
frain from any direct hostility, and give 
the Government every opportunity to carry 
out the reforms which tho people demanded, 
and the members of the Government, durini; 
the electoral campaign, promised to carrv 
out." Yet, in the face of this tacit iindcr- 
stmiiling with their constituents, the Xuws- 
Aiivertiser Hays that tho Independents, "if 
they remain true to tho pledges under 
which they were elected, must assume a 
different position to the Government from 
that which they occupied during tlie last ses- 
sion." This is in reality tantamount to saying 
that although tho Inelopendent nieinl)er.s 
acted .-.ccording to their pledge?, last session, 
they must not do so during the session 
which is about to open. We do not think 
that tho Independent members have come 
to the singular conclusion that what was a 
pledge last year is not a pledge this year, or 
that the nature of promises to electors 
changes with theclllux of time. 

We aro very murli inclined to think, that 
the Inilependeiit iiicMiiIiers are too intelligent, 
too honest, and too self-reliant to change 
what they know to be the right course, at 
tho dictation of the editor of the Nows- 
.Advertiser. If we were to draw a conclu- 
sion from what we observed, last year, we 
should ^ay that the Independents have no 
intention, whal ever, of making the editor 
of tlio IseWH-A<lvertiser, thoir guide, 
philosopher, and friend.

Thia policy of suspiolon and prediction 
is both foolish and dishonest. It will soon 
be scon whether or not tho applicunta for 
tho land ore speculators and whether or not 
tho Government is sincere in ;its desire to 
discourngo mere speculation in land. Our 
contemporary will not have lianx to wait, 
to SCO tho Government's sincerity thor- 
oughly tested. Its influeiico will not bo in- 
creased and its character for aiigacity will 
not stand higher when it is shown— and wo 
aro confident it will be— that the Govoru- 
ment was quito justified In reserving tRe 
land, and that it has no intention whatever 
to favor its "pets" at the expense of tho 
workiugmon. Our contemporary will bo 
shown to be, as it often hus beou before, a 
false prophet and a fulao accuser. 

THE VOICE OF EXPEBIENOE. 

Those ■who believe that it is simple and 
easy, us well as inexpensive, to kill un es- 
tablished newspaper, will bo e^rtuiu to find, 
when they onpge in such on undertaking, 
that they have no light task in hand. The 
Oregonian, which speaks from experience, 
says : 

"At Vietoria, B. C., an official named 
Davio, attorney-general of the .province, 
holds a grudge against the Colonist news- 
paper, and is going to start a newspaper of 
his own to 'knock out the Colojiist.' Mr. 
Davie, after a while, will know more than 
he does now. He is taking just tho riijht 
course to buy experience, if not wisdom. 
The CoLO.NIST, during more than thirty 
years, has been tho chief newsp iper of 
IJritish Columbia, has weathered all storms 
and is now firmly planted. If it recijiro- 
catea the enmity of Mr. Davie it couhl wItIi 
for no revenge more ex()uisite than it will 
realize from seeing liini start a newspaper, 
.lob's 'O, that mine adversary had written 
a book I' limy reasonably he held also to 
include a fervent wish that 'iiiii:e adver- 
sary' would start a newspiiper for vindica- 
tion, retaliation and revenge. 'I'heru is no 
purir way for a iiian to cremate himself, than 
by building this kind of furnaco in which 
to roast his enemy." 

lien, llolhulay tried hard to kill the Ore- 
gonian, and, having spent nearly §400,000 
in the attempt, failed utterly. The un- 
fortunate capitalist afterwards declared 
that, trying to start a new-'papcr, under 
such circumstances, was like pouring money 
into n hole in tho ground which had no 
bottom. Other capitalists suhsecpicntly 
made a similar attempt, with the 8.imo re- 
sult. The Oregonian obstinately continued 
to exist and to prosper. It was the papers 
that were conceived in revenge, and pub- 
lished to gratify malice, that died an early 
death.

It is probable, before the 
case is cIoscmI, that witneiisos will bo anm- 
moncd from all parts of the country to give 
evidence for one siilo or the other. '

With this object in view, he would 
like, when the matter of filling the jircient 
vacancy comes up on Wedmaduy night, 
to see an alderman elected to the jiosition. 
However, if tho man who is nondnated at 
the meeting, to-night, by tho Tiades and 
Labor Council, is one eminently fitted for 
tho position, he may be appointed by the 
Board, not because he is the representative 
of a particular class, but for tlie reason that 
he is a suitable man, capable of performing 
his duties.

Lust night a Colonist representative luid 
a chut with Captain Whitelaw, the well- 
known wrecker, who is now devoting his 
energies to tlio raising of tho San Pedro 
from lier perilous position on Brotohie 
Ledge. The present piece of work is but 
0110 of bis many varied experiences in the 
art of lifting sunken vessels, and he has, of 
course, got liis profession down to an exact 
science. 

" Within ten days," said the Captain, 
" you will see tho San Pedro above water 
again. Just as good, barring the damage she 
Hustaiued in striking, as when she went 
down, I have not the slightest doubt of 
the success of r.iy line of action. With me 
it is like u doctor setting a 1l>rolcen leg, you 
know. I have had vessels in the same posi- 
tion before, and am (|uito confident about 
this 'iob. " 

"'L'he San Pedro lies right on top of the 
ledge, with one rook penetrating her bottom 
for u distance of five feut, and another that 
is three feet in. Somo days ago we put in u 
series of wooden cribs under her keel, at 
distanues of twelve feet from one another. 
This was a very necessary piece of prepara- 
tion, beciuse wo wanted a good apace for 
our chains to I'ass under between her and 
the saud. The ayatcm I am making use of 
in the present jiiece of work is one in which 
wc use air f(M' our purposes, and not pumps. 
We arc [ilaciiig twelve pontoons on lacli 
side of the vt.ssel— six large ones anil oigli- 
tecn smaller. Chains will be p issscd down 
the haw so pipe in the eud of each ponU.un, 
through under the ship's bultom, and up 
again on tho other side into llie opposite 
one. 'J'hc .sizjof the chain directly uuderthe 
keel of the vcsocl will be 2'/'. inches, 
and the width as they enler the 
p.Mitoons is 'Ji inches. 'I'ho reason for 
this is that tlicre is a much greater strain 
directly under tho keel than there is in any 
other part, 

"Each pontoon is built with eight sides. 
Five of theje sides form one side of an .S ft 
scpiare, two form one side of a Hi ft 
sciuure, and tho bottom is llJ ft wide. 
The pontoon is shaped so as to have tliu 
greatest surface on one side, in order to jire- 
vent its rolling over und over as it descends 
into the water. Tboy are built of 
wood, with iron fastenings. The 
corner plankb are 6 inches wide, 
and the bottom ones 5 inch. The Imwsepipc 
Iiieees are bolted together und made of the 
very strongest material. All the fruniiiig of 
the structure is anchor-stockod, and tlm 
Iilimkiug has been edge bolted every 'M 
inches, all stocks being fastened with heavy 
screw bolts. There are two foro and alt 
braces, very strong and thick, and two 
'ihwurtship, which support the pontoons in 
ihe middle to keep them from collapsing or 
pulling apart. The pontoons arc made with 
one floodgate 011 the bottom, which is to ad- 
mit the water to sink them, and at the top 
there is a discbarge i)ump which will take the 
water out. This pump is so conslructoil 
chat tho pressure of air on top of the water 
will force it up out of the delivery pipe. 
As soon as the air is shut of! by this process 
the valve at the bottom of the delivery pipe 
is closed by tho weight of the water on top, 
thus preventing the possibility of any water 
getting buck into the pontoon after being 
once diabharged," 

"The system of air pipes or rubber tub- 
ing is so arranged that every i)air of pon- 
toons is worked (|uite independent of any 
other pontoon, 'J'his will enable us to have 
control over any special portion of 
the ship on which wc wish to apply extra 
pressure. To overcome the buoyancy of 
these pontoons, which exists to some ex- 
tent even when they are full of water, 12.7 
tons of dead weight are to bo added to each, 
before they are sunk. Tho pumping opera 
tions will be performed by ten big air com- 
pressors. The lifting capacity of the 
eighteen smaller pontoons is 170 tons, and 
that of the six larger ones 2.30 tons. To- 
gether they have a lifting capacity of about 
400 tons over the total specific weight of 
the vessel ■ and coal in the water. The 
raising operations will, I expect, take about 
four hours. When she is lifted, she will be 
moved, with tho pontoons and chains still 
attaeheil, ai:ross to the beach, in front of 
the Dallas road, and tlieii brought u]) high 
and dry on the tide. 

"For .several days i)ast wc have been busily 
engaged in dividing the tliip into uatertigiit 
bulkheads ami compartments from 'tween 
docks to main deck, so as to shut the water 
ofl from each comparLmcnt and to prevent 
it going backwards ami forwards in tho ves- 
sel when she is lieing lifted. 

"The averaL'c amoutit of wages being 
)Kud out per week is ,■?:!,()()!), We are get- 
ting ba.l weather now for tho compartment 
work aboard the vessel, l.nit I conliilently 
expect that within ti n days we will bax'c 
her up once more. Half an hour from the 
time ."he is lifted she will be beached 
All the pontoons arc now finished, and only 
a little clamping remains to be done to 
make them reaiTy for use, Tho amount of 
chain that will be used in lifting tho San 
Pedro is l.'^O tons, and in addition to this 
there is a largo amount of Steel wire 
whii'li I luuc had specially manitfacturod 
for tlie purpo ie in San Francisco. This wire 
\t'ill he used in conjunction with tlio lifting 
chains, at tlio heaviest parts, as a safeguard 
against breakages. We have taken all iire- 
cuutions to pi event the big cargo of coal 
from sliiftiiig ivlien we get her up."

One or two propositions are in order, by 
■way of introduction. First, tho present is 
a tiino opportune for mining investment 
generally. In support of this proposition 
are tlio following lucts:— (a) Mining is car- 
ried on— more than at any time in the past 
—on a legitimate basis. There is an al- 
most entire absence of the wild cat and 
fraudulent features that were ndniittedly 
prominent in the industry in the past, (b) 
Aliuinj; nietlioda huvo improved, and min- 
ing operations are carried on more in- 
telligentlv, Successfully nn<l prolUubly than 
ever befoie. Fiom the beginning to the 
end, fioni the diamond prospecting drill to 
the use of electricity in the refining of ores, 
the improvement and advance lliiit cluir- 
aoterizes the uge is felt in all phaaus of min- 
ing, (c) Although tho fiauduluiit practices 
of a former tiinu are a thing of the pist, the 
popular reaction against mining investment, 
due to such practices, has not [jasaed away. 
As a resulc, mining investments uro ilis- 
'counted undeservedly, and tho actual ell'cct 
is to put a real premium on such invest- 
ments, because of the efl'ect upon the rela- 
tive supply and demand, (li) Mining is a 
more ])rotitable business, to-day, than it has 
ever been belore, a result conseijuent upon 
the facts just set forth. 

The second proposition ia this, that legit- 
imate mining ia aa profitable a business as 
any business known, and far more profit- 
able than the average business. Twelve 
mines in Montana paid dividends in 1S89 
amounting to three and three-quarter mil- 
lion dollars. Thirteen companies in tlie 
same state pdid ^19,000 net in the n\outh 
of June of this year. The Granite Moun- 
tain mine piiys reuularly In dividends §100,- 
'000 per month. Nor is it exceptional for 
mines to pay large profits. The mines in 
the newer district of Coeur d'Alene, Idaho, 
are making such profits aa Would be excep- 
tional in any other line of industry. Even 
in our own midst, in Eastern Canada, min- 
ing where succeadfulat all, ix more profitable 
than other ousinesa ventures. 

My third piOjjosition is that mining in- 
vestments to-day carry no more risk of loaa 
than do ordiuaiy business ventures. In- 
indeed, wlieie ndning is carried on, aa every 
business should be, by men who understand 
it, it seems to be less of a risk than almost 
any other. Certainly there are many 
western mining fields where the record in 
this regard ia exceptional. In the Co'ur 
d'Alene mining district, for instance, it is a 
matter of current report that tliere is yet to 
be recordtd a failure in any of the mines 
being worked there. This view, of course, 
is not consonant with the popular idea of 
mining, as it exists in some places, but if 
any other view ia based upon actual ex- 
perience it ia an experience such us is not 
know-n to-day where mining ia carried on at 
its best, or such mining as this article hus 
to do with. 

To support the foregoing propositions by 
elaborate argument would require space for 
an article by itself, and must be left for 
treatment later It is enough for any 
thoughtful investor to know, however, that, 
they are propositions which are fully be- 
lieved in by the mining men of the West, 
where mining forms so large a part of busi- 
ness life of the country. 

Granted that miulog offers a promising 
field for the investment of capital, let u« 
enquire where is the most inviting field for 
immediate investment ? 

There are reasons to believe that the 
'West oflFera an opportunity second to none, 
at the present time, and under existing 
conditions. Some of the conditions that are 
advantageous to the investor, in western 
mining, to day, are the following : 

First, the fact that mining operations are 
general, that it is a regular business of the 
country, carried on intelligently, and, us 
has been already noted, successfully. The 
advantages in this condition are many, and 
most important, more and greater than can 
be sliowii in limited space. U'he manu 
fncturet of boots and shoes in Montreal, or 
Lynn, Mass., has an immense udvantage 
over a manufacturer who is alone and 
isolated in some small town. This fact 
most impel fectly illuatratea the disadvan 
tages connected with mining operations 
where mining Is little known and less un- 
derstood, and where it is mostly pioneer 
work. Not only is pioneer ndniog of that 
sort likely to be amateur mining, hut it ia 
doubtless true that moat of the old-time 
wild-cat speculation and fraud might be 
included under the amateur phases of 

mining. 

Secondly, ia the fact that there is in the 
■vveat so large a field for operation, or for 
choice of investment. The extent of the 
western mining field, the extent of present 
operations, and the possibilities for future 
expansion would be aimii'.y a, revelation to 
one whose ideai of mining ufe coiifined to 
local and eastern experience^ and there are 
jnany such. A western city (Kily news- 
paper, in its New Year's addition, writes up 
no less than fifteen differout mining dis- 
tricts (including double that numlier of dif- 
ferent ndning camps), all of which it claims 
to be within reach of, for business purposes. 
Whether that particular city'a olaima are 
well or ill-f iuniied, I think I am safe in say- 
ing that not one of the fifteen districts men- 
tioned is unimportant, while there are dia- 
tricts included of no less consequence than 
the well known Coeur D'Alene district 
(Idaho), the now famous Kootenay, of Brit- 
ish Columbia, and another second, if to any, 
only to the Kootenay — or the Okanagaii, 
lying partly in the State of Washington and 
partly in British Columbia. 

Seven states in this western mining field 
produce annually about 500,000,000 in silver 
alone, or over twenty times the value of the 
production of all the mel.dlic minerals of all 
Ouiiada, from coast to coast. And this dia- 
ti ict ia no less remarkable in its promise of 
future develnpmtiit. Idaho and Waahini,'- 
toii, especially, seem only to liave started in 
the race. 

The third condition favorable to tho in- 
vestor is the fact that the supply ol mining 
properties is so far greater than the de- 
mand; thus milking it possible for pro- 
perties to bo olfered at less than their in- 
trin-iic value In sumo of these mining 
states, especially the new ones, Idaho, 
Wushington mid Montana, there nre muny 
inviting lines of investment other than that 
of mining. Altogether, there is such a call 
for the available cupit-al thut the latter is at 
a high premium. What more need be said 
than to state the fact, that up to the present 
in the St»te of Washington the regular bunk 
rate of interest, with the very best aeoarity, 
has been from 12 to 16 per cent. That it 
has lasted SO long is because the country lias 
coiitiiuicd to develop and open up uses for 
capital faster than capital has flowed in. 
Such a state of thing.i will not Inst long, 
]iorliiips, hut while it does last it certainly 
is capital's opportunity. Men owning un- 
developed mining properties usually have 
partial iiiti-resls, and several of them with- 
out any capital with which to develop thein. 
It thus happens that there ars ten proper- 
ties on the market to ona buyer who is pre- 



pared to take them. This is true of many 
properties whioh,^if located in tho East and 
possessing the same possibilities, would have 
ten buyers to every property. This law of 
supply and demand determining values, it 
ia easy to understand how different would 
be prices, as compared to values, when there 
are ten properties for each buyer, from what 
they would be if the conditions were re- 
versed, aud there were, as is oftoner the 
cose in the East in connection with good 
properties, ten buyers for each available 
property. 

The lourth condition is the fact that the 
western mining field to-day ia the place of 
opportunity to the investor. In tho 
humble opinion of the writer, this field, 
to-day preaenta the very focus of oppor- 
tunity. Tho favorable conditions which wo 
have just noticed have not always existed, 
contcmporaneoualy, us a whole ; they have 
been in process of forming. Nor will tliey 
always continue to exist. After the tide is 
full tlie water again recedes. ^Wheu the 
pendulum stops swinging, it is at the 
lowest point ; not at eitlier extreme. So it 
is ill tlio business world, high-water mark, 
or I he outer reach of the pendulum are not 
periods of time, but points, not stays, but 
turns. 

What is the high-water mark of oppor- 
tunity '; In this world of conipetiiion it is 
the time when all coiiditioua arc most 
favorable and when the fewest compelilors 
realizo that they arc favorable. Oppor- 
tunity does not come in the beaten track of 
the crowd ; it comes in the new channels 
that pioneers make or find. The crowd arc 
imititora; only the few think and act for 
themselves. When success comes to the 
smaller number, tlien does the multitude 
make a rush ; ami then the competition of 
numbers lessens the opportunity, so that 
the large number find themselves in the ebb 
tide of re-act,iou, and find the piizes all carried 
off by others. In tfie humble opinion of the 
writer it is now neur, or at, the high tide of 
opportunity in the western mining field. 
It the favorable conditions which make tho 
oppoitunity are not yet at a focus, 
they are coming to it with extra- 
ordinary rapidity. One needs only to 
have knowledge of the change that has 
come about in the very centre of the mining 
district in question, in the attitude of men 
towards mining ventures, to make for i he 
belief that the lide is near high-water mark. 
In a certain part of that field, with which I 
am lamiliar, I have been able to observe a 
change that is moat remarkable in tho last 
year or two in the attitude of the general 
public towards this budness. It is surely 
within the mark to say that where, three 
years ago, one out of five cottld by any reas- 
onable effort be interested in the matter, 
four out of five to-day aie asking themselves 
or others how they may best take advantage 
of a now recognised great opportunity. 
And, as was to be expected, this interest 
has been growing in an ever increasing ratio. 
One year lias seen more change than had 
three or tven live years before. It is even 
expected that the coming six months will see 
an intensifying of tho miiimg interest that 
will have tfie cfiaracter of a veritable 'boom.' 
A correspondent wi otu me a few days ugo 
that "men who would not talk of mining a 
few months ago are now getting \ery 
anxious." Another correspondent, iu a let- 
ter juat received, writes me: "Men are 
coming in here from all parts of the world 
and are interesting themselves in mining 
matters, and one does not liave to argue tlie 
matter here now us we did, and as we have 
to do in the East." While a "boom" ia 
not to be desired in connection with any in- 
terest, it ia, when it comes, un indication of 
the outward swing of tho pendulum ; nnd 
the backward swing — the reaction — in inevi- 
table. It is in the boom that the crowd, 
not the " opportunity " will be found— the 
opportunity precedes the boom. 

Now, (he argument in the foregoing holds 
good in all essential respects— for the pur- 
pose ot this article — in an application to the 
British Columbia mining field. Any neces- 
sary qualifications will follow, and they are 
likely to be favorable, rather than other- 
wise, to British Columbia. 

In the further study of this (jueation, tho 
fidlowing points are worthy of close atten- 
tion: 

First, the extraordinary development in 
western mining, whicli we have just noticed 
has taken place in a mineral belt, whicli ex- 
tends northwestwards into Canada, and in 
Canada is equal in extent to the s.jutlierii 
portion. Ur. Dawson says we have be- 
tween 1,'200 and l,.'i')0 miles of this belt, or 
"almost preciaely ecpial to the whole lengili 
of the same region included in the Uiiiied 
.States, from our southern line to the 
borders of Mexico." 

Second, the Can.idian portion of the great 
western mineral belt is not leas rich, but is 
probably richer than that portion within 
the United States, Dr. Dawsou speaking of 
the Canadian portion of this belt as as "the 
most metallifei ons belt of the continent." 
Again, Dr. Dawson says: "After having 
enjoyed exceptional opportunities of in- 
vestigation, I feel no hesitation in recording 
my belief that the northern moiety of tho 
Cordilleras will altiniately prove to be sus- 
ceptiMi! to (i <]evelopment, corresponding in 
importanee to thct whicli has already been 
attained in the southern," 

What Dr. Dawson has had to say in con- 
nection with this belt, in his published re- 
ports, especially regarding that portion 
latest discovered, and now attracting world- 
wide attention — the Kootenay region— has \ 
been ao strikingly corroborated by events 
subsequent to hia statoinenta that his 
viewa may justly be couaidered highest 
authority. 

There is one portion, at least, of this 
northern moiety of tho western mineral 
belt which is almost certainly richer than 
anything yet exploited in the southern por- 
tion. It is, of course, the Kootenay luke 
district. The following observations must 
impress one with a belief in this fact. 

Fir.st. The opening up of this district by 
American mining men. 

Imrnciliately s^iuth of the boundary line 
is a liehl sprciuling across thren states, which 
has been the scene of a remarkable mineral 
lievelopment in recent years. It is believed 
l)y these mining men on the spot, that this 
field pos-eases undeveloped mineral re- 
sources greater than were the rcsonrecs of 
the older and more developed iniiuiig fields 
further south. And it ia believed, too, that 
the development needs of this field call fur 
more men and capital than are available. 
This being so, there must bo something 
tempting in any outside field to draw men 
ami capital to it,uwuy from the opportuniiy 
at their very doors. If lliut outside field 
should be liriiiah Columbia, tliere were adtli- 
tioiial reasous for these American mi'icrs not 
i niering it. First, there hus existed among 
United Slates western mining men a preju- 
dicj against British Cjlumbia, or Canada, 
or a geiiorul impression that uU mines in 
Canada are on the wrong side of the line. 
It hsB been current opinion that mining in 
Canada was not well encouraged and would 
be slow at best ; and that un American, 
especially, would not have "fair- play," or 
justice. This really unfounded feeling was 
intensified by the Sproulo murder. If this 
feeling has been conBidurahly dissipated, 
lately, it ia duo to the ellect of the disc ivor- 
ies and nccupatinii by Americans themselves 
of the rich field which was the very Bceiie of 
that uufortunato inoidoiit, or the rich por- 
tion of the belt of which we are now speak- 
ing, the " Kootenay." Secondly, tho Brit- 



ish Columbia mining field was less accessible 
for development than was their own horiie 
field. All was pioneer work, even railivays 
and other transportation faoilitics hud yot 
to be provided. Note, as a matter of fact, 
what the pioneer company in Kootenay min- 
ing had to do: A mountain wagon road, 
thirty-five miles long (In Idaho) coat 15 to 
20 thousand dollars, atoanicr for a hundred 
miles navigation of a small river.opcii only in 
8ummer,'tben pioneer work in mine develop- 
ment, and praottoally no market for theyears 
of necessary waiting forirailwuy facilities, 
and, now that railways are coming, the 
building of immense smelting and refining 
works. This was the sort of enterprise 
which left the home field and plunged into 
the recesses of B.C. mountains. The curly 
expected incoming of three or four trans- 
continental railways, and the demand for a 
smelter on the spot, are the best indication 
of the good judgment of the enterprising 
pioneers. Lastly, in oenncotinn with the 
mining of silver-lead ores in Canadu, is the 
fact of tho small market for lead in'Canadu, 
and tho high import duties in the States on 
load. This fact pluccs a preminin on 
American mines, as compared with inines in 
Canada. 

Second. The second proof of the richness 
of this field is the high and wide reputation 
that the district has already atlaiued, and 
the comparutively rapid opeidiiL! "1* 
mining camps. So long us two years ago, 
un impression began lo bo eomuion among 
mining men south, that the Kootenay was 
unusually rich in promise. Mining men 
south of the line might and diil diller in 
opinion us to tho relative rielineas of diller- 
eiit districts in their own fiild, but, us to the 
Kootenay, there lias been a general consen- 
sus of opinion that it was extraordinarily 
rich. U'his was true, even u your or two 
n<20 ; and since the encouraging results of 
the past suninior'a development in the older 
c.imp of Hot Springs, and the finding of new 
fields of equal promifC, that impression has 
grown into a conviction. It is now expect- 
ed in Washington that there will be nothing 
short of a " boom " in Kootenay in tho com- 
ing spring. A correspondent cntiniatea 
upwards of ten thousand people arc expect- 
ing to go across the lino next 
summer. Says the Spokane Review 
of December 22d-. "The advent of 
the first warm days of spring M'ill be the 
signal of such a rush of prospectors and 
capitalists as the Northwest never before 
beheld. The greatest rush will probably l)e 
in tho Slocan country (Kootenay), which 
hus all the elements of a bonai.zi; but the 
objective point of the first rush, is really a 
secondary matter, since I he result will cer- 
tainly be to fill all the rich camps with on 
overflow of energy and eopital." Space will 
not allow the numoious i|Uotutions available 
and that are necessary to enable one, at so 
great a distance, to realize the interest with 
which the western mining world is await- 
ing the melting of snows on the iCooienay 
mountains especially, but also in a aozen 
mining fields of lesser noie in British 
Columbia, Washington, Idaho and Montana. 
It is a significant fact, however, that many 
men are staying, und others are gathering 
daily, all waiting for the coming of spring, 
intending then to rush across tho line, so 
that n-ference now to the condng "stam- 
l)e(ie," or "boom," is beginning to be merely 
incidental, reference being now generally 
made to it as a mutter of common expecta- 
tion. 

The reputation thut tho Kootenay district 
ulways has sustained is well indicalcd, too, 
liy tho high value that has been generally 
placed upon prospects there, aud the prices 
at which they have actually sold, even be- 
fore the district had been made as accessible 
as it is. It is not an unusual thing to hear 
a western mining man, when referring to the 
Kootenay, niaku a remark like the follow- 
ing: "What big prices they put on the 
properties." Yet it is not unusual for min- 
ing men to say regarding some of these same 
properties, for instance, one hold for ten 
thousand dollars,, "If I hud that properly 
in Montana, I could got $.30,000 for it." 

This seems paradoxical, but it ia easily 
understood when one renieinbers the two 
facts that the fine showings in Kootenay 
suggest a value far beyond the value of 
the average mining proapcct elsewhere, 
while the lact of that fine showing being a 
silver-lead proposition, with high duties lio- 
tvveen it aud tho nearest important lead 
market to this, comhined with more or 1- ss 
pri judlce on the ])art of the American in- 
vestor against mining in Canada, de|)reciatf3 
ics value. So it is tliat v/iiilo the intrinsic 
value of Kootenay properties is thus depre- 
ciated, they are rich enough in mineral to 
make them sell above the average price of 
mining "proapecta." 

Third. Another proof of tho richness of 
the Kootenay district is tho remit of the 
ilevelTpmeiit work of the past fiumnier, 
and especially at Hot Slirings. ii hus been 
ailinitted often, from the first, thut the 
surf.ice showings of Hot Springs were the 
most promising ever seen. If development 
should demonstrate depth, the camp must 
simply needs be pheoonicnal. Considerable 
depth has now been attained, in one case 
200 foi t, an(! the writer has yot to learn 
of a diaappoiiiLinent. 

This camp, again, has made a record, in 
one other respect, which alao may be con- 
aidere:! phenomenal, in the nuuiljer of 
"prospects ' that have been worked at a 
profit during the development stage.

Postponement of the Great Parade 
Until the 28tli Prox — Row 
at World's End. 



Disgraceful Action of a Woman Or- 
ator—The Officers Beaten iu 
Maliiufr f ler Arrest 



LosuoK, Jun. 24. — The grout aooiiiliat 
parade und irmsa ..lecling'for Sunday, Janu- 
ary 31, in defiauGO of polico prohibition, Ima 
been postponed until February 28. Tho 
rabian society, a powerful Beotioii of tho 
aooialistic body, comprising the adherents 
of socialism among tho middle classes, has 
withdrawn its approval o£ tho proposed 
demonstration, thus coming into direct cou- 
Qict with tho socialistic federation, com- 
posed of the radical and irresponsible ele- 
ments of aocialism. Tho Fabians believe in 
a propagandlk of argument and illustration 
rather than of declamation and display. 
The leaders of the Fabian Society approach- 
ed Sir Henry Matthews, tho Homo Secre- 
tary, and Commissioner of Police Bradford; 
and having received positive assurances 
that nothing cculd prevent tho polios from 
suppressing the meeting if an attempt were 
made to hold one, they decided not to have 
anything more to do with the movement. 

Tho federat on, lo-duy, vigorously de- 
nounced the Fabians as having "piindeiLd 
to the unreasonabla desires of tlie autlioii- 
ties." It was resolved, in view of the d-- 
fection of the Fabians, to postpone lliu 
meeting until further preparations could he 
luade, and to nu'iaiwhile continue to hold 
tho weekly meetings, at World's Knd, Chel- 
sea. To-day'a niefiiiig at the latter place 
was characti ri/.uil by the usual scenes of 
violence. The most diHgiaeeful feature of 
tho row, to-diiy, was the notion of a Mrs. 
Hall, a laundress, wife of a mcniljer of the 
federation. Slie was arrested while making 
a violent harangue, and at once began a sav- 
age onsluuglit upon the ollicorj. Willi her 
fiuger-nails, she clawed and scratched the 
polieenian's face in a frightful manner. He 
could notpiniiin her for fear of boinL' pushed 
down and trampled by the crowd He could 
not club the woman into submission, and, 
by tho aid of the men around her, she final- 
ly get away from him and again mounted a 
cart and continued her ravings. 

When again arrested, tho woman struck 
a young constable such a violent blow tha 
he went to gmss amid howls of glee fro,n 
the crowd. The police were now re-en- 
forced, and made a charge upon the crowd, 
scattering them and ooce more getting the 
niuaculor Mrs. Hall into custody. Seeing 
that tho prisoner was in charge, the mob 
made a rush, and a hot Struggle ensued. 
Many men were knocked down, but the 
police finally bore the prisoner away in 
triumph. She is the seventeenth prisoner 
arrested and formally held for unlawful acts 
ut these Sunday meetings. C. Graham, M. 
1'., for Lanark, who is decidedly sociolistic 
■ in his leanings, has written the federation, 
oli'ering to take part iu the pjrade, Febru- 
ary 28, if the federation will guarantee the 
payment of his legal pxpeubes and line in 
case ho is punished by tlie courts for his 
action. There was no evidence of cnthuai- 
aam in the meeting wlien Mr. (iraham'a 
letter was read, and it is not at all likely 
that his offer will be accepted. 

LA GRIPPE. 

The Doctors Conclude That the lalluonza Is 
DangeruuBly Infections— Its Fre- 
▼ention and Cure. 

LoKDOK, Jan. 25.— A respectable con- 
ference of doctors has at lost mustered 
courage to express to the EagUah~ public 
their belief that the influenza is a danger- 
ously infectious disease. The period of in- 
cubation of the disease germ is only a third 
of that of the germ of smallpox, measles or 
typhoid. The isolation is enjoined, so far 
as practicable, of the sufferers, and tho dis- 
infection of the rooms and furniture ex- 
posed to the infection. Tho practice is 
deprecated of allowing persona atllicted 
with tho malady, to appear in public, thus 
spreading the disease. All assemblages 
that are not absolutely necessary, should, it 
is held, he discontinued during the preva- 
lence of the scourge. Great stress is laid 
upon the need of warm woolen clothing, 
wholesome and easily assimilated food, 
avoiding exposure, abstinence from alcoholic 
drinks, and general care for the tone of the 
system. An important piece of advice is 
never to attempt to fight the disease, but to 
give up and go to nursing immediately. 
The government has issued a meniorandinn 
advising the public of the best measures 
'for its prevention and cure, but tho organs 
of public opinion are clamoring for an official 
inquiry into the disease and tho remedy for 
it. Meantime tho epidemic is steadily 
spreading. The death rateincreasoathrougli- 
out the country, in some ca.Hca 'M) per cent. 
Tlie only thing tlio doctors agree im is that 
no general rule can be frainoii, wholher for 
prevention or cure. One physician lias 
treated l,.'iO() cases and lost none, but this is 
probably an exce[)tional record. An emi- 
nent surgeon fiiinigntes hi.s house with the 
vapor of carbolic aciil givifii oil from an ap- 
paratus in the hall. Another, Li|ually emi- 
nent, scolfa at these jireciutions. A third 
says that half the deaths that have occurred 
would liave been prevente<l had the doctors 
given the disease some name less trivial and 
more formidable than inlluen/.u. 'I'here !■«, 
perhaps, one other point on which the whole 
faculty agrees — that every ijcraon alllicted 
ehould go to bed and send for a doctor — 
yet never was tho medical profession so 
overworked, while nurses are at a premium.
